plete field recoverage of this or­ 
iginal work.

Although a great 
blanket of snow fell last winter, 
the amount of moisture developed 
was not sufficient to provide a re­ 
serve on

growing crops 
could draw during the summer 
drought. 
Heavy rains in August and so 
far this month have accounted for 
a total precipitation of more than 
12 inches, one foot of water on 
the level. However, 25 per cent of
